FOREWORD 


The  National  Turkey  Improvement  Plan  provides  for  three  types  of  tests  through  which  the 
performance  of  a representative  sample  of  the  entrant's  stock  is  measured.  These  tests  are: 

(1)  Turkey  Reproduction  Test,  (2)  Central  Turkey  Meat  Production  Test,  and  (3)  On-the-Farm 
Turkey  Meat  Production  Test.  The  detailed  provisions  for  the  tests  are  contained  in  USDA 
Miscellaneous  Publication  739.  Copies  of  this  publication  maybe  obtained  from  Official  State 
Agencies  for  the  National  Turkey  Improvement  Plan  or  by  writing  directly  to  the  Animal  and 
Poultry  Husbandry  Research  Branch,  Agricultural  Research  Center,  Beltsville,  Maryland. 

The  Plan  provides,  Section  146.  30  (j),  "The  results  of  the  tests  reported  to  the  APH  Branch  by 
December  1 shall  be  published  in  a national  summary  alphabetically  by  test  and  entries,  with 
no  indication  of  rank.  ” This  publication  contains  the  results  of  the  tests  as  submitted  by  the 
supervising  agencies. 

In  1956,  Central  Turkey  Meat  Production  Tests  were  conducted  in  Minnesota,  Nebraska,  Penn- 
sylvania and  Texas.  In  each  test  the  entry  was  composed  of  100  poults  hatched  at  the  test  from 
a sample  of  eggs  selected  at  random  from  the  entrant's  stock.  The  entries  were  grown  under 
practical  commercial  conditions,  except  for  the  handling  necessary  for  weighing  the  birds  and 
the  separation  necessary  for  obtaining  feed  conversion  data. 

In  the  evaluation  of  the  results,  no  direct  comparison  should  be  made  between  entries  in  different 
tests.  While  the  same  general  procedure  was  followed  in  all  tests,  there  were  differences  as 
illustrated  by  the  explanation  of  feed  conversion  ratio.  There  were  also  variations  in  the  ages  of 
the  birds  at  the  time  the  tests  were  terminated.  Because  of  these  variations  and  the  unavoidable 
differences  between  tests  in  measuring  techniques  and  the  application  of  grading  standards,  com- 
parisons should  be  made  only  between  entries  within  a test.

Coefficient  of  Variability:  As  the  uniformity  of  the  entry  increases  the  numerical  value  of  the 

coefficient  of  variability  decreases. 

Eviscerated  Weight:  In  the  Minnesota,  Nebraska  and  Texas  tests,  the  reported  eviscerated 

weight  is  the  weight  of  the  fully  dressed  birds,  including  the  necks  and  giblets.  In  the  Penn- 
sylvania test,  the  necks  and  giblets  were  included  in  the  eviscerated  weight  of  the  hens,  but 
not  in  the  eviscerated  weight  of  the  toms. 

Dressing  Percentage:  Based  on  the  final  live  weight  and  eviscerated  weight  as  reported. 


Body  Measurements:  The  measurements  reported  by  the  Nebraska,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas 

tests  were  made  on  the  New  York  dressed  birds.  In  the  Minnesota  test,  the  measurements 
were  made  on  the  live  birds. 

Feed  Conversion  Ratio:  The  figures  reported  by  the  Minnesota,  Pennsylvania  and  Texas  tests 

represent  the  pounds  of  feed  required  to  produce  one  pound  of  live  turkey.  In  all  tests,  the 
entries  were  intermingled  during  the  first  8 weeks;  hence,  feed  consumption  by  entries  was  not 
obtained  during  this  period. 

The  figures  were  obtained  by  keeping  feed  consumption  records  by  entries  from  8 weeks  of  age 
to  the  end  of  the  test.  These  records  were  for  all  birds  in  the  Minnesota  test,  for  a representa- 
tive sample  of  50  birds  from  each  entry  (25  of  each  sex)  in  the  Pennsylvania  test,  and  for  samples 
of  25  toms  and  25  hens  in  the  Texas  test.  The  ratios  were  computed  on  the  following  bases: 

Minnesota  and  Pennsylvania:  Feed  consumed  by  entries  from  8th  week  to  the  end  of  the  test 

combined  with  the  average  feed  consumption  for  the  entire  test  during  the  first  8 weeks  and  the 
live  weight  at  the  end  of  the  test. 

Texas:  Feed  consumed  from  the  8th  week  to  the  end  of  the  test  and  the  gain  in  weight  from  8 

weeks  of  age  until  the  end  of  the  test.
